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Advisory Action 

1. The following Advisory action is in response to the after-final communications received 
09/28/2005. In this after-final communications, Applicant has amended claims 5, 9, 12, 14-18, 
21-22, 26, 34-36, 40, 44, 49, 52, 54, 55, 57-58, 61-62, 64, 68, 72-73, 77, 80, 82, 84, 88, 91, and 
93 and added claims 95-99. Applicant has cancelled claims 1, 3, 8, 1 1, 32, 37-39, 41-43, 48, 51, 
53, 71, 75-76, 78, 81, 86, and 90. These amendments, new claims, and cancellations will not be 
entered into the record because they raise new issues, such as new scope, that require further 
consideration. 

2. First, with regards to claim 9, claim 9 was objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim in the previous final office action dated 6/28/05. However, that office action stated 
that claim 9 "would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims ". Examiner points out that new claim 9 of the 
after-final amendment does not include all the limitations of intervening claims 3, 4, 5, and 8. 
Further, the after-final amendment changes the dependency of claim 5. Therefore claim 5 is no 
longer even associated with new claim 9. Thus, further consideration is required with regards to 
the new scope of claim 9. 

3. Second, Applicant has added claims 95-99 in the after-final communication. Applicant 
states in his remarks that claim 96 includes the allowable subject matter from claim 78. 
Examiner points out that she objected to claims 9, 10, 14, 26-29, 40, 49, 50, 54, 77, 79, 80, 82, 
and 94 as being as dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Examiner did not indicate claim 78 allowable and in fact rejected claim 78 under 35 USC §

102(b). Claim 96 does include features of claim 78 and claim 1 from the claim set presented 
04/15/2005. However, claim 1 and claim 78 have not been indicated allowable on their face. 
New claim 96 further includes default attribute values, which are not found in either claim 1 or 
78. Therefore, the scope of this claim has not previously been considered and therefore, the 
claim requires further consideration.
